Three Political Murders Take Off 


Officials in St. Petersburg, 


Bombay and Seoul. 


Remarkable political assassination of personages hiph in office was re- 


ported today from widely separated points throughout the world. 


In Seoul, Korea, the prime minister of the Korean cabinet was stabbed 


to death as an apparent result of the intense feeling In Korea against Japan- 
ese Influence. 


Jn St. Petersburg the chief of the secret police, Col. Knrpoff, was blow,i 


to pieces by the explosion of a bomb, supposedly thrown by an anarchist. 


At Bombay. British India,'the chief magistrate of Naslk, Arthur M. T. 


Jackson, was assassinated by a native, for revenge, and presumably as a 
part of tho seditious movement against British official authority. 


In each of th£ countries the governing authority Is menaced by a dan- 


gerous element directed against th? existing regime. 


Still a fourth attempt at-'political murder was later reported in the news 


that the prime minister in the cabinet of Roumanlu had been shot and seri- 
ously wounded by a would-be assassin In Bucharest. 


St. Petersburg, Dec. 22.—Col. Kar- 


poff, chief of.the secret police of St. 
Petersburg, was-assassinated early to- 
day. He had been enticed to a modest 
apartment in a remote- street of the 
Vifcorg district and there was .blown to 
pieces by aJ^omb exploded, supposedly, 
by his host, one Michael Vosskres- 


who had leased the rooms a 


few days before. 


The murderer rushed into the street 


following the explosion and was cap- 
tured. 
An assistant i.f Karpoff, who 


had accompanied him, was 
severely 


Injured. 
Karpoff .was appointed from 


Paku, where he had been chief of the 
•ecret police. • There have been several 
convictions of jomb-ma'-.ers recently.

The assassination of Chief Karpoff 


undoubtedly-was in furtherance of.the 
plot, against the secret police which 
grew. QUt-of'the;revelat!ons of the sys- 
tem. ..The Russian revolutionary so- 
cialists discovered, that some of their 
members were agents' of the,- secret 
police. Exposures,'charges of disloy- 
alty 'to :the ^revolutionary... cause - and 
counter charges followed.. Since then 
the -secret police have; been the special 
object of revolutionary, hatred, and a 
sassination.

New York, Dec. 22.—"The ladles of

Cook reached' Copenhagen 


with a story of polar conquest which 
there was then no reason to doubt. 
Danish explorers vouched for -Cook's 
standing In the world of discovery'and 
received him -with'open arms. 


"I myself 'welcomed him not only as 


an American seeking civilization after' 
harrowing experiences and needing as- 
sistance but as a citizen who, from his 
own then undisputed story, had ac- 
complished a great task. 


"Officially I did practically nothing 


for Cook, but to supply him with cloth- 
ing and give him a small reception 
which newspaper men attended" con- 
tinued Dr. Egan. His presentation to 
the king.' came about as the- result of 
the crown prince's desire to meet the 
explorer. 
At the prince's request I 


took Cook to the palace where he met 
the members of the royal family. 


"It can hardly be1 denied that the 


fact 
that Cook was .an American 


helped him gain immediate cr«d«nc« 
for his story, for the Danish' peorjs are 
great admirers of Americans."

and said: 
'I-was about to. forget-to

Then he added-that it was the first 
time he had been in Glasgow.

the British empire has sought through 
the issuance of a formal popular ap- 
peal to enlist the services of an army 
of volunteers as' a supplementary fac- 
tor to this end. 


Captain R. A. Cave-Brawn, R. N., 


chairman of the executive committee 
of the Aerial league,' thila explained 
this nation-wide movement: .. 


"In the first place we wish to obtain 


the names and addresses of men who, 
having knowledge of signaling, are.
